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MAIN FEATURES 
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12 MONTHS ENDED MARCH 1997 


§ ‘Yhere were 2 2 million people (15.1% of the Australian population aged 15 years and 
aver) invalved in some form of work relating to the culture and Icisure activities 
covered in the survey. Of these, there were 877,000 people (6.1% of all persons aged 
15 years and over) who received some payment for this work, and 1.3 milion people 


(9.195 of all persons aged 15 years and over) who did not receive payment. 


@ The 35—44 vears age group had the highest participation rate in culture and leisure 


ACTIVITIES. 


® Generally. females had higher participation rates than males. This trend occurred in 


all States and ‘Territories, in all age groups and by labour force status. 


@ Of the 877,000 people involved ina paid activity during the 12 months, 756,100 were 
employed at the time of the survey. There were 523,400 persons (69.2% of those 


emploved) whe undertook a cultural activity as part of their main job. 


8 There were almost 3.8 million involvements in culture and leisure activities by 
Australians, with the most common activities being writing, organising fetes, teaching 
cultural activities, music, design and performing arts. There were 1.4 million paid 


involvements, 58.3% of paid involvements were part of a person's main job. 


= Almost 43% of involvements were of a short-term and parttime nature, being 


13. weeks or less in duration and less than 10 hours per week. 
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SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 
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CULTURE AND LEISURE ACTIVITIES 
There were 2.2 million people (15.1% ofall persons) 15 years and over who were 
involved in some form of work in a culture and leisure activity in the 12 months to March 
1997. Hobby involvements (i.e. for the person's own or family use) are not included in 
this figure. Approximately 40% of those involved received some payment for their 


involvement (see table 1}. 


Many persons were involved in more than one type of activity. The rota] number of 
involvements in culture and leisure activities was 3.8 million {see tables 5, 6 and 8), with 


the average number of involvements of those people involved being 1.7. 


There were 756,100 peaple employed at the time of the survey who were involved in a 
paid euitural activity. Of these, 523,400 (69.2%) persons undertook a cultural activity as 
part of their main job (see table 4). 


CHARACTERISTICS OF PERSONS INVOLVED 


Sex 
The participation rate for paid involvements was slightly higher for males than for 
females, 6.3% and 5.8% respectively. Females had higher unpaid involvements than 
males, with 767,400 (10.5%) females with unpaid invoivement only, compared with 
539,900 (7.6%) males (see table 2). Overall, 16.3% of females were involved in a cultural 


and leisure activity as compared with 13.9% of males (see table 3).

Residence 
For both paid and unpaid involvements, persons living in the Australian Capital Territory 
had the highest participation rate of 25.8% (60,600 persons) compared with other States 
and Territories (see table 1}. Lowest participation rates occurred in the larger states 


(New South Wales 14.1% and Victoria 14.5%). 
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SUMMARY OF FINDING S continued 
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CHARACTERISTICS OF PERSONS INVOLVED continued 
Participation rates for capital city residents and residents of the Rest of State region were 
14.8% and 15.7% respectively (see table 3). For paid involvements there was a slightly 
higher rate for people residing in the capital city regions (6.3%) than people living 
outside the six State capital cities (5.7%). The rate for unpaid involyements was higher in 


Rest of State regions than for capital cities (10% and 8.5% respectively} (see table 2).

Age 
Persons in the 35-44 year age group had a higher participation rate (19.8%) in the 
various culture and leisure activities than the other age groups. The lowest participation 
rate was with the 65 and older age group with 8.2% (see table 3}. The trend was similar 


for all categories of payment status.

Labour force status 
There were 1.6 million or 18.5% of all employed persons in Australia who were involved 
in work in selected culture and leisure activities at some time during the 12 months 
ended March 1997 (see table 3) (labour force status was reported in the survey for the 
week pnor to interview), Uncmployed persons and those not in the labour force hac 
participation rates in culture and leisure activities over the previgus 12 months of 15.3% 


(127,600 persons) and 9.6% (493,300 persons) respectively. 


Females employed full-time in the week priar to interview had a slightly higher 


participation rate of 20.4% in cultural activities than males, 15.60%. 


The participation rate was higher for part-time employed persons than for full-time 


employed persons, 22.2% and 17.2% respectively. 


Birthplace 
Migrants from the main English speaking countries had a higher participation rate 
(17.8%) than persons born in Australia (16.3% }) (see table 3}. Persons born in 


non-English speaking overseas countries had a much lower participation rate of 8.3%.

TYPE OF ACTIVITY 


Museums, art galleries and heritage organisations 
Work in these organisations was predominantly unpaid. About 81.0% of the 
46,500 persons involved in heritage organisations, 74.0% of the 39,500 persons working 
in museums and 63% of the 44,400 persons in art galleries had unpaid involvements. 
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SUMMARY GF FINDINGS continued 


TYPE OF ACTIVITY continues 


Botanic gardens and animalsmarine parks 
The number of persons working in these two activities was the lowest of all activities in 
the survey. There were 19,600 people involved in the operation or administration of 
animal or marine parks and 8.400 people involved in the operation or administration of 
botanic gardens. There were 12,400 involvements (44.3%) in these activities recciving 


some payment and 15,500 (55.4%) receiving no payment. 


Writing 
About 60.6% of the $42,800 persons involved in writing were unpaid. Of the remaining 
213,600 persons involved, 120,500 had paid involvement only and the rest had both paid 
and unpaid involvement. There were 208.900 persons who wrote-+for newspapers or 
magazines (sce table 10). 

Publishing 


Approximately $8.1% of the 113,700 persons involved with publishing received some 


payment, 


Libranes or archives 
About 55.0% of the 87,700 people involved in libraries or archives received some 


payment for their involvernent. 


Music 
About 71.6% of the 260,300 persons involved in music were unpaid. There were 208,800 
persons (80.2%) involved in music as a live performer and $1,500 persons (19.8%) 


invealved in music other than as a live performer. 


Performing arts 
Some 68.5% of the 212,900 persons involved in performing arts were involved as a 


performer. Most involvements (82.4% or 175,400 persons) were unpaid. 


Arts 
There were 362,600 persons involved in an art activity (see table 9). Of these, 159,100 
(43.9%) received some payment. Drawing and painting were the most popular art 
activities, with approximately 130,000 people involved in each activity. 

Crafts 
There were 327,600 persons involved in a craft activity (see table 95. Of these, 39.8% 
received some payment. One of the most popular craft activities was furniture-making 
with 88,500 persons involved. 

Design 


Approximately 67% of the 240,100 persons involved in design were paid. 


Cinema/video and filrn production 
Just under half (49.4 per cent) of these involvements were solely unpaid. There were 
30,400 paid only involvements and 10.800 both unpaid and paid involvements.

Radio and television 
Of the 84,600 persons involved in radio, only 22,800 (27.0%) received some payment, 
There were $6,700 people involved in television, of whom 64.0% received some 


payment for their involvement, 


Teaching 
There were 280,100 persons involved in teaching culture and leisure activities, and of 


these 176,700 persons (63.0%) received some payment for their involvement. 


Art/craft show, fete and festival organising 
About 91.8% of the 726,300 involvements were unpaid. There were 21,000 involvements 


carried out only for pay and 38,600 involving both paid and unpaid work, 


Arts organisations or agencies 
Of the 41,100 persons involved in arts organisations or agencies, 74.2% (30,500 persons) 


were unpaid. 


BURATION OF ACTIVITIES 
Most involvements were of a short-term or part-time nature, particularly those that were 
unpaid, with a concentration in duration of less than 10 hours per week and 13 weeks or 
less (see table 8). Of the 3.4 million involvements in selected culture and leisure 
activities, 2.7 million or 70.3% were carried out for less than 10 hours per week. 
Approximately 8.9% of involvements were full-time (i.e. for 35 hours or more) for the 


weeks during which they were undertaken. 


Most involvements in cultural activities tended to be undertaken for a few weeks only. 
Approximately 56.4% (2.1 million) of all involvements were carried out for 13 weeks or 


less, with 18.7% (707,300 involvements} for oné ta two weeks. 


There were 42.8% of ail involvements which were 13 weeks or less in duration and Jess 


than 10 hours of involvement per week. 


HOBBIES 
Activities which were undertaken solely for the benefit or use of a person or their 
families is described as hobby involvement. [t was only possible to identify persons with 


hobby involvement for the art/craft, writing and music activities (see Glossary page 31). 


There were 2.6 million persons whose only involvement in the selected cultural and 
leisure activities was in a hobby capacity in one or more of the three hobby categories. 
In addition, there were almost 1.1 million persons with involvement in those hobby 
categories who also had a work involvement in at least one of the cultural and leisure 
activities covered in the survey (see table 11).

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INTRODUCTION 


1 This publication presents results from the suppiementary survey of the March 
1997 Monthly Population Survey. It contains estimates of the number of people 
who were involved in selected culture and leisure activities classified by type of 
activity. [t also provides details on the characteristics of people involved and the 
nature of work, whether paid or unpaid and whether involvement was related to 
their main job. 


SCOPE 


2 The survey covered urban and rural areas across all States and Territories of 
Australia. Persons aged 15 years and over who were usual residents of private and 
non-private dwellings were included. See Labour Force, Australia 

(Cat. no. 6203.0) for more details. 


3 it excludes some 175,000 persons living in remote and sparsely settled parts of 
Australia. The exclusion of these persons will only have a minor impact on any 
aggregate estimates that are produced for individual States and Territories, with 
the exception of the Northern Territory where such persons account for over 
20% of the population. 


COVERAGE 


4 Coverage rules were applied which aimed to ensure that each person is 
associated with only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of selection, 
see Labour Force, Australia (Cat. no. 6203.0) for more details. 


DATA COLLECTION METHODOLOGY 


5 The survey was conducted on a sub-sample of the monthly population survey 
sample. The monthly population survey (which is described in Labour Force, 
Austratia (Cat. no. 6203.0)) comprises the monthly labour force and 
supplementary topics. The household sample was selected using multi-stage 
sampling techniques and included just under 30,000 dwellings, Two randomly 
selected respondents per household from seven-eighths of the dwellings 
selected in the Labour Force Survey (i.e. approximately 45,600 persons) were 
asked additional questions by trained interviewers relating to work involvement 
in selected culture and leisure activities. The information was collected by 
personal interview. 


RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 
6 The estimates provided in this publication are subject to two types of error, 
Sampling error 


f Sampling error occurs because a sample rather than the entire population is 
surveyed. One measure of the likely difference resulting from not including all 
dwellings in the survey is given by the standard error (SE). Further information 
together with details of the sampling error in respect of different levels of 
estimate is given in che Technical Notes. 


Non-sampling error 


8 Non-sampling error arises from inaccuracies in collecting, recording and 

processing data and comprise some of the following: 

= inability to obtain comprehensive data from all people included in the sample. 
The errors arise because of differences which exist berween the characteristics 


of respondents and non-respondents; 
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RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES continued 

® errors in reporting on the part of both the respondent and the interviewer. 
These crrors may arise due to the inappropriate wording of questions, 
misunderstanding of what data is required, answers that were based on 
memory and inability or unwillingness to provide accurate information. 

® errors arising during the processing of the survey data. These processing 
errors may arise through mistakes in coding and data recording. 


9 Every effort is made to minimise these types of errors. In particular, the effects 
of reporting and processing errors described above were minimised by careful 
questionnaire design, intensive training and supervision of interviewers and 
extensive ecliting and quality control checking at all stages of data processing. 


: DATA INTERPRETATION 


10 Work by a person in an individual activity was only recorded once, even if 
there were different periods over which that activity was undertaken or if there 
were several different organisations for which the person worked in that activity 
during the 12 month reference period, Fur example, a person who worked in 
different libraries was recorded once only as being involved in libraries. 
Therefore, figures shown for an individual activity represent counts of persons 
who worked in that activity. 


11 Where a person was involved in more than one of the selected activities 
included in the survey, that person was counted once in each of those activities. 
For example, a person involved in both museums and art galleries would have 
been counted once against museums and once against art galleries. Theretore, 
for an individual activity (e.g. museums}, the number of involvements and the 
umber of persons involved in that activity (¢.g. museums) will be equal. 
However, as a person can work in more than one activity, the summation of 
involvements in all culrural activities does not equate with the total number of 


persons invoived. 


12 Involvements were classified into 3 categories, namely paid only, unpaid 
only, and paid and unpaid. The appropriate category for an individual was 
determined by considering al! their work undertaken in an activity. Where 
persons were invelved in more than one of the selected activities of the survey, 
the nature of the payment status for all culture and leisure activities (as presented 
in tables 1, 2, 4 and 9) was determined by considering all of those activities 
cambined. For example, the payment status ofa person who was paid for their 
activity in libraries and unpaid for their involvement in museums would be paid 
and unpaid. 


: 13 Paid cultural activity as presented in table 4 was classified into two 

: categories, namely cultural activiry part of main job and cultural activity not part 
of main job, Where persons were involved in more than one type of paid cultural 
activity, they were classified to cultural activity part of main job if one of their 


activities fulfilled this crttena. 


14 Table 9 presents additional detail of the numbers associated with art and 
craft activities. It provides details by State and Territory and also by payment 
basis. The total number of involvements shown in table 9 is consistent with those 
of table 5. In table 5, data is provided on the number of persons involved in each 
of the art and craft activities. 
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DATA INTERPRETATION continued 


15 Additional information on certain activities, namely, writing, performing art 
performances, design and teaching has been provided in table 10. It provides a 
breakdown on the number of people involved in the different fields of each 
activity, The total presented for each activity in table 10 corresponds to the total 


figure of that activity in table 5. 


16 The ordering of the cultureAeisure activities in tables $, 6 and 7 correspond

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The March 1997 survey methodology and questionnaire changed slightly from 
the March 1993 version. In the 1994 survey, the intervicw was conducted using 
face-to-face interviewing techniques. For the 1997 survey, the Monthly 
Population Survey methodology changed to include, where appropriate, personal 
telephone interviewing. A number of questions in 1993 involved prompt cards. In 
1997, the categories shown on these prompt cards were read over the 
telephone. This change in technique may have affected the respanse to some 


CHUBSTIONS. 


There were also a few changes made to the questionnaire in the 1997 survey 
which would have had some effect on the response numbers, notably for the 
activities: design, writing and publishing. In 1997, the design of multimedia titles 
and architectural design were included as design but were not specifically 
included in the 1993 survey. The question relating to writing and publishing was 
separated and worded differently in 1997, possibly resulting in more people 
reparting they had some involvement in writing. For art and craft activities, a 
change in the questionnaire and telephone interviews may have had an effect on 
numbers involved. 


While caution should be exercised in making comparisons between the surveys 
due to the changes outlined above, the following table provides summary data 


from both surveys.

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SAMPLING VARIABILITY 


Since the estimates in this publication are based on information obtained from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability, that 
is, they may differ from those that would have been produced ifall dweilings had 
been included in the survey, One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
SE. which indicates the extent to which an estimate might have varied by chance 
because only a sample of dweilings was included. There are about two chances in 
three (67%) that a sample estimate will vary by less than one SE from the number 
that would have been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and about 19 
chances in 20 (95%) that the difference will be less than two SEs, 


Another measure of the likely difference is the relative standard error (RSE}, 
which is obtained by expressing the SE as a percentage of the estimate. The RSE 
is a uscful measure in that it provides an immediate indication of the percentage 
of errors likely to have occurred due to sampling. 


An example of the calculation and the use of SEs in relation ta estimates of 
persons is as follows: 


From table 3 an estimated 410,100 peuple aged between 15 and 24 years were 
involved in work in culture and leisure activities during the 12 months ended 
March 1997, Referring to the table of SEs, an estimate of 410,100 nas a SE of 
approximately 10,500 people. There are about two chances in three that the 
number that would have been produced if all dwellings had been included in the 
survey was between 399,600 and 420,600 (i.e. 410,100 plus or minus 10,500). 
There are about 19 chances in 20 that the number lies between 389,100 and 
431,100 (Le. 410,100 plus or minus 21,C00). This example is iflustrated below.

Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio of two estimates are also 
subject to sampling errors. The size af the error depends on the accuracy of both 
the numerator and the denominator. A formula to approximate the RSE of a 
proportion is given below:

From table 1, of the 115,300 males aged 15 years and over resident in the 
Australian Capital Territory, 29,300 (a participation rate of 25.4%) were 
involved in selected culture and leisure activities during the 12 months 
ended March 1997. The SE of 29,300 is about 1,290, so the 

RSE is 1,290/29,300 x 100 = 4.4%. The RSE of 115,300 is approximately 
1,970/115,400 x 190 = 1.7%, Applying the above formula, the RSE of the 
participation rate 25.4% is J(4.4)°-1.7)? or 4.1%. This then arves a SE of the 
proportion (25.4%) of (4.1/100) x 25.4 = 1%. Therefore, there are about two 
chances in three that the proportion of males living in the Australian Capital 
Terntory involved in selected culture and leisure activities was berween 24.4% 
and 20.4% and approximately 19 chances in 20 that the proportion was in the 
range 23.4% to 27.4%, 


Particular care should be taken when comparing figures. it is not correct to 
assume that an apparent difference between figures is actually significant. An 
approximate SE of the difference between two estimates (x-y) may be calculated 
by the following formula:

While this formula will only be exact for differences between separate and 
uncorrelated characteristics of sub-populations it is expected to provide a goad 
approximation for all differences likely to be of interest in this publication. 


As the SEs in the following table show, the size of the SE increases with the size 
of the estimate. However, the smaller the estimate the higher is the RSE. Thus, 
large estimates will be relatively more reliable than smaller estimates. Very small 
estimates are subject to such high SEs (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable uses. In the tables in this 
publication, only estimates with RSEs of 25% or less and percentages based on 
such estimates are considered sufficiently reliable for most purposes. However, 
estimates and percentages with larger RSEs have been included and are preceded 
by an asterisk (€.g, *2.8) to indicate that they should be treated with caution and 
viewed as being merely indicative of the magnitude involved. 


The SEs of estimates of persons are not applicable to some estimates of 
involvements, in particular, table 8 and the totals presented in tables 5, 6 

and 7. However, those estimates of involvements having a RSE greater than 25% 
arc preceded by single asterisk and for those estimates having a RSE greater than 
50% are preceded by a double asterisk.

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Activities = Involyements in the various cultural and leisure activities included in the survey 
are defined below. 


Animaifmarine parks, Includes the operation or administration of an animal 
or marine park. Includes the operation or administration of zoos and 
wildlife sanctuaries. 


Articraft. People were involved in the creation of art or craft works only if 
some or all of the products made were sold (other than to the creator's 
awn family) or publicly displayed. Activities undertaken only fora 
person's Own use or that of their families were classed as hobbies and not 

: included as a culture and leisure involvement. However, an indication of 
hobby involvements is shown in table 14. Art or craft involvement was 
categorised into the following groups: 

Art activities. drawing, painting, sculpture, photography, print-making, 
electronic art, and other art activities. 

Crafi activities: pattery/ceramics, textiles, jewellery, glass crafts, 
furniture-making/woodcerafts, and other craft activities. 


Articraft show organising. Relates to the organisation of art/craft shows or 
exhibitions irrespective of size (e.g lacal, school, community, 
professional}.

Arts organisations/agencies, Includes the administration of a government or 
public body set up for the support/administration of arts activities e.g. the 
Australia Council, State Arts departments, Government Regulatory 
Authorities, Arts Centres, Trusts etc. It also includes administrators of art 
companies e.g. theatre and dance companies. Artists/creators who do not 
perform administrative roles are included in other culture and leisure 
activities (€.g. music, performing arts). 


Botanic gardens. Relates to the operation or administration of a botanic 
garden. 


Cinema/video, Includes involvement in any capacity in cinemas, video hire 
cutlets and video sales. Included are administrative functions such as 
catering or cleaning and front of house staffe.g. ushers. Involyements in 
distnibuting or screening filrns are also included. Video producers and 
script wnters are included in other culture and leisure activities (e.g. film 


production, writing). 


Pesign. Includes involvement in any design profession (e.g. fashion, interior, 
graphic, architectural or mu!timedia design), but excludes drafting. 
Multimedia design is for products intended for use on a computer or 
cartridge games machine. 


Drawing. Includes sketching, cartoons, calligraphy and other forms of 
drawing but excludes technical drawing (e.g. drafting). Architectural 


drawing is incluced under design. 


Efectronic art, Includes art works created using electronically generated 
images, 
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Festival organising. Relates to organising any tvpe of festival (e.g. ethnic, 
music, parade!, Performers at festivals are included in other culture and 


leisure activities (e.g. music, performing arts). 


Fete organising, Relates to organising any type of fete. Assisting with the 
operation of a stall ete. was outside the scope of the survey. 


Film production. Includes involvement in any capacity in the 
production/making of films or videos. Actors, producers, designers, 
cameramen, directors or support/administrative staff involved in the 
production/making of films are included in this category. Involvements in 

: distributing or screening films are excluded fram this category and 


included with cinema-video. 


furniture-making/wood crafts. Includes wood carving, woodwork, inlaid 
woodwork, and furniture-making of individually crafted rather than 
factory macle products. Wood sculpture is included with sculpture. 


Glass crafts. Includes the making of any glass objects such as lead-lighting, 
glass blowing, moulding ete. of individually cratted rather than factory 


made products. 


Heritage organisations. Includes involvcment in the recerding, preservation, 
management or operation of Aboriginal and/or histaric environments 
(e.g. historic sites, monuments}, or in a heritage organisation or 
association in any capacity. Members of National Trusts were incluced if 
they had undertaken any heritage activity apart from membership. People 
being paid to renovate heritage buildings (¢.g. carpenters, tilers) were 
excluded, although voluntary renovation of a heritage building or site was 
included. 


Jewellery. Includes the production of articles of jewellery from any material. 


Libraries or archives. Includes any operation or administration of a library 


(including school libraries} or archives. 


Museums. Includes any involvement in the operation or administration of a 
commercial or non-commercial museum inciuding science, mantime or 
natural history museums and historical theme parks. Includes rour guides, 
curators, conservators ete. 


Music. Involvement in any music capacity including playing, singing, music 
atranging, composing, songwriting, sound engineering, recording or 
publishing music and in support roles for musicians or ensembles. 
Performing an stage in music theatre was excluded from this category, 
and included as performing arts performances. Also booking agency 
operation was excluded, Music as a live performer includes playing 


musical instruments, conducting or singing in front of an audience. 


Other art activities. Those activities that do not fit into any of the Hsted art 


categories. Includes activities such as leather, photocopy and paper art. 


Other craft activities. Those activities rhat do not fit into any of the listed 
craft categories. Includes activities such as metal craft and decoupage. 
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Parting. Includes painting on any material, murals, frescoes, graffiti art and 


china painting. 


Perfornting arts, Includes any type of involvement in theatre, dance, opera 
and music theatre and other performing arts other than performances of 
music. Includes acting and performing. directing, producing, 
choreographing performances, backstage work on activities such as 
making-up actors etc., costume making, set constructing and involvement 
as stage hands, sound or lighting technicians and front of house 
personnel. Involvement in school piays and other schoo! related 
performances such as rock eisteddfods has been excluded.

Includes the production of individually created clay works 
made by or under the control of an artist or craftsperson. 


Print-making. Includes all types of print-making such as silk-screen, 
lithography, wood-cut etc. Fabrice printing is included with textiles. 


Publishing, This activity covers involvement in the publication of works of 
fiction and non-fiction. Music publishing is included with music. 


Radio. (Includes involvement in any capacity (e.g. producers, announcers, 
sound technicians and administrative staff of radio stations) in the 
production, programming and operation of radio broadcasting services. 
Persons script wnting and making recordings to play on radio who are not 
employed by or working voluntarily for a radio station are excluded from 


this category. 


Scu/ptire. Includes the formation of figures or designs by cutting marble, 
wood, granite etc., or by fashioning plastic material, making moulds etc. 


Teaching. Includes involvements in the teaching of ail aspects of radio, 
television, film, video, music, performing arts, arts, crafts, writing, 
publishing and design.
